At 11 o'clock 
bill No. 132, introduced by Mr. Lacy, 
entitled, "an act to secure the purity 
and freedom of the bflfllot box," came be- 
fore the body from the committee on 
elections. ¿1 the main the bill has all 
the features of the Byrd bill intro- 
duced in the senate. 
Its purpose is to 
complete tiie remedy against bribery 
and to put a check upon if not virtually 
prevent forever Dudleyism and the 
purchase of '«floaters" in the state. The 
main provision ot the bill is this: It 
gives the vote seller the right to recover 
1000 and attorneys' fees from the man 
who buys his vote and rmden^ intimida- 
tion of every kind very dangerous. 


The bill of Mr. Edison, Na 468 look- 
ing to the '*protection of the public 
hrâlth by preventing the sale of dis- 
eased meats," came from the proper 
committee. The provisions are that 
beef, veal, lamb or pork ahall not be 
offered for sale in cities of 10,000 in- 
habitants, which has not been inspected 
alive in the county, until examined t ^ 
the ptojjfet inspeotors—the inspectors to 
be appointed by the oity oonnoiL Sev«- 
eral members took oecaaion to speak 
and ézpatiato on the bill's merits.

House bill 249 providing for the elec- 
tion by the general assembly of three 
trustees of the hospital for the insane, 
the institution for the education of the 
blind and the institution for the educa- 
tion ^of the deaf and dumb, was re- 
ported back from the senate with the 
amendments that each of the trustees 
shall execute a ten-thousand-dollar bond 
to the governor within thirty days after 
his election and that the treasurer of the 
board give bond in the sum of $60,000. 


The house bill to prevent the use of 
dynamite to kill fish passed the senate 
last night. Mr. Dresser had an amend- 
ment attached making it a misdemeanor 
for any one to be found, in possession of 
a net over fifteen feet long.

The house bill creating the Tlurty- 
third and Thirty-fifth judicial circuits 
was passed by the house last evening. 
Under its provisions the Thirty-third 
district will be composed of Noble and 
Whitley ooonties, and the Thirty-fifth 
district of DeKalb and Steuben coun- 
ties.

An effort was made by the democrats 
of the house yesterday to reconsider the 
vote by which the bill prohibiting treat- 
ing in saloons and drug stores was 
passed.
